'What we may call errors
of mental perspective fend to distort the idea
which each nation forms of its neighbor. If
we endeavor to appreciate the conceptions
which a commonplice half educated man
tulies of a foreign country, we must begin by
narrowing and confusing onr intellects. In
the first place, he thinks of the whole nation

lohn Bull is supposed to be always hums-
bling himself before a lord, and Brother
Junathan to be perpetually whittling a stick
and chewing tobaceo.

But
in the next place, as the foreign nation is
generally heard of in ils relations to the conn-
try of the observer, it further follows that it
15 conceived to ocenpy its whole time in con-
tewplating that country, John Bull is sap-
posed to be always biting his nails, like Bun-
yan's Ginnt Pope, in envy of his successful
cousin, It does mot enter into the head
of the American that there are many
willions  of Englishmen who get up
every morning, eat their breakfast, do
their daily work, and go to bed withont ever
remembering the existence of the Atlantic
Ocean, We have sneceeded in impressing
npon onrminds, with move or less distinetness,
that there are & good many people in France
and Germany, and that llrjm_v have other
things to do besides following the details of
Enghsh politics, But this is a comparativel
modern discovery, which can hardly be said,
a5 yet, to be generally understood. During
the preceding period of ignorancs, it is a natn-
ral tendeney to exaggerate enormously (he
interest with which we are regarded by
othiery, and to attribute to them the settled
r]un-s and profound malice which would

w eonceivable in an  individual antago-
nist. Instead of realizing the fact that our
foreign policy is the resnlt of a great
deal of ignoranee, directed by occasional out-
bursts of passion when our interasts hap-
wned to be visibly concerned, foreigners have
indly attributed to us designs of profound
and perfidious policy which are totally beyond
our capacity; and we are only too ready to
repay the misconeeption in kind. If this
sonrpe of confusion tends o disappear, and
we come to realize the fact that nations take
up o lurger space than is represented on the
map, and have more opinions than those
uttered through their foreign ministers, the
most fertile source of irntation will dis-
appear: and if we also come to believe
that the differencesa of wvirtne are not so
enormons  as wo sometimes fancy, national
antipathy mway in time be repl by a more
healthy ﬁhul of national emulation. It has
always had this ingredient of good, that it
hus been the means by which nations have
been encouraged to develop their own char-
acteristic excellences, and the imaginary
foreigner has supplied a nseful background as
i kiud of foil to set off onr supposed merits,
The reaction between the intellocts of diffar-
ent conntries has been amongst the most
potent canses of progross; and it is desimble,
not that it should be destroyed, but that it
shonld be accompanied with as little as may
be of unreasonable dislike.
